The Press think that the News has'

bootleggers. It does not indicate any sud- 
den decay in the social system so much 
as the desire for easy money—the same- 
desire that" led men "to run saloons in the 
old day. And the new trade is the mote 
inviting because the saloonkeeper'had to 
admit his occupation and had nis name 
above the door, while the bootlegger as 
such is known to but few and may osten- 
sibly be engaged in a legitimate and hon- 
orable occupation.

try is detrimental to the consumer. Men- 
tioning New Jersey. New York. Maine. 
New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachu- 


setts. Rhode Island and Connecticut. Gov- 
ernor Sulzer says 
that they believe 


"Pennsylvania has been a bad neighbor.'' 


In regard to prices the New Jersey ex- 


ecutive says what is in everybody Vmind. 
Pennsylvania and the Federal govern- 
ment, he states, can regulate prices and 
production, yet in every dispute and ev- 
ery arrangement the public is penalized. 


Governor Sulzer alludes especially to 


the Pennsylvania state tax on coal. The 
production tax was fixed at thirteen and 
one-half cents a ton.- but Pennsylvania 
added charges which increased the tax to 
fifty cents a ton. In conclusion he sug- 
gested that elimination of this tax of fifty 
cents would practically balance with the 
price increase of sixty cents. 


Taxing raw materials or a public nec- 


essity is not a wise or commendable meth- 
od of securing revenue. 
In Europe, 


where each nation is jealous of every oth- 
er nation, and state boundaries are com- 
mercial barriers, special tariff duties are 
not-unusual. 
Taxing raw materials or 


public necessities is hardly consistent, in 
the strictest technical sense, with Ameri- 
can custom or opinion. 


Pennsylvania is like the operators and 


miners, in that it treats anthracite as a 
natural monopoly. 


Governor Pinchot should adopt Gov- 


ernor Sulzer's suggestion and induce his 
legislature to dispense with this tax. The 
precedent could be adopted by other 
states, on their natural resources, to the 
injury of Pennsylvania consumers. 
The 


time would come -when we would have a 
complex, reprehensible, interstate tariff 
svstem. 


SCALES OF THE OIL INDUSTRY 
So far novscientist has questioned, the 


deduction of Dr. John M. MacFarlane. 
professor of botany in the University of 
Pennsylvania, that fish-deposit beds are 
the sole source of petroleum. The theory 
is no novel and surprisirg that none of 
the speculative physicists or geologists is 
'ready with any knowledge or suggestion 
in confirmation or contradiction. 


Dr. MacFarlane believes, on evidence 


which he has, that petroleum is found 
only where there are large fish deposits. 
Earthquakes and various disturbances 
and changes engulfed vast quantities of 
fish in the earth. 
These beds are the 


source of the existing oil supplies in dif- 
ferent parts of the world. He infers, 
therefore, that there never will be a short- 
age of petroleum. 


It is universally hoped, of course, that 


Dr. MacFarlane's findings are true. Yrc, 
it should be a matter of special satisfac- 
tion to him that he is the author of one 
scientific theory that nobody is compe- 
tent to question.

PATHOLOGY OF IIOMEWORKS 


On tho reverse side of the quarterly report cards 


sent to parents from a rather over crowded high 
school appears this quaint declaration: "Every stu- 
dent should study from two to three hours at home, 
outsido of regular school hours, each day. Parents 
should, uphold tbe faculty in this important matter." 


The regular school hours are about five. If par- 


ents take this quaint invitation seriously and "up- 
hold" the faculty It would mean a seven or eight 
hour day for boys and girls in their teens. 


Can a normal, healthy boy or girl follow any such 


program five'days a week in the school year with 
any advantage physically or mentally? I do not 
think so. I question the wisdom of the school au- 
thorities who suggest this program for students. 


Any workmgman or laborer can endure the 12 


hour day of the steel mills much better than a 
normal boy or girl can endure a seven hour day of 
mental work. A child may bone the books for 
two or three hours outside of regular school hours, 
to be sure, but it is a good 90 per cent wasted 
time. 
Xone but a freak mind, a prodigy, could 


accomplish any such feat honestly. And the chief 
result of the ill advised attempt to enforce the pro- 
gram is deception, for natually all the pupils want 
to be recorded as obediently carrying' out the pro- 
grain even if they have to stretch a point or two. 
In a way ilie effect of the eight hour day^upon the 
child is comparable with the effects of the 12 hour 
day upon the steel workmen. 


The influence of "home work" upon the physical 


welfare of the boy and girl is pernicious. If a 
youth is to devote seven or eight hours a day to 
study. 10 hours to sleep, two hours to eating and 
traveling, to and from school, that leaves four hours 
to be devoted to play, recreation, reading, amuse- 
ments, music or other forms of education. The 
school authorities apparently imagine that "home 
work" is the on^- proper diversion for the youth. 
In fact some of the enthusiastic supporters of this 
policy argue that the tHreo hours of grinding at 
home -will keep £he pupil away froni Jazz parties 
ar.d all that sort of thing. 
Thus "home work" 


s in part an attempt on the part of the school au- 
thorities to exercise supervision over the home life 
of the student. 


here "home work" prevails physical-education 


and the health education of the pupil are invaria- 
bly a farce. Some authorities evidently don't be- 
leve in new fangled notions.

Madison—That $1,115,000 ordinarily 


collected^ In state taxes need not be 
raised this year owing to tho balance 
in the state treasury, and that ho will 
call thft week a meeting of the state 
emergency board composed of himself, 
tho state treasurer, and the secretary 
of state, to remit this amount was an- 
nounced by Gov. Blaino. 


The Btato treasury has a balance of

It 
the emergency board follows the re- 
guest of the governor as expected, the 
state tax burden will be relieved by 
$1,115,000. All mill taxes are raised on 
real estate so that the burden of re- 
mission will reduce real estate taxes 
by that amount. It •was pointed out 
at the executive office that approxi- 
mately Sl.500.000 is annually ralaxSd 
on genera! properties to operate the 
nine /normal schools and that the 
amount to be remitted is almost 'equal 
to the normal school mill tax levy.

McGovern In 1912 that the last 
general remission of state taxes was 
announced. / 


"Thero is an additional amount of 


not less than $1,770.000 which can be 
carried over from 1923 and 1924 as a 
surplus available in 1925 to meet fed 
era! aid for state trunk highway con 
Btruction should the anticipated high- 
way receipts fall short of meeting the 
federal aid in addition to the regular 
fund receipts," declares Gov. Elaine's 
statement, 


"From a study of the anticipated re- 


ceipts and disbursements for 1924, an 
equal or larger saving can be reason- 
ably anticipated.. - 


,"This means a saving for the two 
years, of not less than 34,000.000 and 
then the general fund annual balance 
will .exceed that of former years. All 
mill-taxes are on real estate and the 
reduction -will come to the owners "of 
real property."
